C hairm an Sim m ons’s plan for refer 
ring the bill w ithou t instru ctions for 
pu blic hearings was so great that the 
D em ocrats feared a te st of strength. 
C hairm an Simmons renewred his mo­ 
tion for a reference to the finance 
com m ittee, and im m ed iately Senator 
Penrose offered 
an 
am end m ent in­ 
stru cting the com m ittee to grant hear­ 
ings. Before the d ebate end ed Senator 
La Follette cam e forw ard with a mod ­ 
ification of Senator P enrose’s am end ­ 
m ent which d irected the finance com­ 
m ittee to propou nd to all persons who 
sou ght hearings six teen q u estions to 
be answ ered u nd er oath, intend ed to 
elicit inform ation as to the particu lar 
ind u stry inv olv ed , the cost of prod u c­ 
tion at home and abroad , the am ou nt 
of im portations, m ark et prices, com­ 
petition and transportation. 
Senator 
Penrose 
accepted 
Mr. 
La F ollette’s 
am end m ent. 
W hen the D em ocrats, throu gh Sena­ 
tor K ern, their lead er, esk ed for an 
ex ecu tiv e session the Repu blicans re­ 
sisted and d em and ed a roll call, bu t 
the ex ecu tiv e session was ord ered by 
a v ote of 4 8 to 34 , three Progressiv e 
R epu blicans—La Follette, W ork s and 
Poind ex ter—v oting with 
the 
Demo­ 
crats. 
The eagerness of the Repu bli­ 
cans to get a v ote on the q u estion of 
pu blic hearings and the u nw illingness 
of the D em ocrats apparently to m ak e 
a test of strength occasioned mu ch 
su rprise. Before the senate m et it was 
freely pred icted , ev en by the Repu bli­ 
can lead ers, that the D em ocrats prob­ 
ably wou ld be able to d efeat the d e­ 
m and for pu blic hearings. 
It was cer­ 
tain that they had a few Repu blican 
v otes at their command , bu t there was 
an u ncertain elem ent am ong the Dem­ 
ocrats who had been d em and ing pu b­ 
lic hearings and it becam e apparent 
that the D em ocrats w ere u nable to see 
enou gh v otes in sight to m ak e their 
point.

Sin ce 
th at date sim ilar plan s of other ships 
hav e been m issed from the sam e d raft­ 
in g rooms.

A gen ts of the departm en t of ju stice 
hav e been pu t on the case, bu t th eir 
in v estigation s hav e brou ght n o resu lts. 
Thou gh it is the opin ion at the n av y 
departm en t th at the plan s w ere taken 
by som eon e employ ed in the bu ildin g, 
su spicion has n ot y et rested on an y 
in div idu al, an d n either has an y of the 
respon sible officers of the departm en t 
been cen su red for the loss of the 
plan s. 
The plan s of the Pen n sy lv an ia which 
w ere taken are described as of little 
v alu e in them selv es, an d it is n ot their 
loss which is cau sin g su ch particu lar 
con cern there. 
W hat alarm s Secre­ 
tary D an iels an d his associates in the 
departm en t is the fact th a t apparen tly 
som eon e is able to steal highly con fi­ 
den tial papers from the departm en t 
an d get aw ay w ith them u n detected. 
The thou ght of w hat the thief m ight 
hav e stolen has cau sed m u ch m ore 
alarm than the kn owledge of w hat he 
su cceeded in takin g. 
Te first plan s stolen w ere some per­ 
tain in g to the battleship Pen n sy lv a­ 
n ia, the m on ster dreadn ou ght the con - 
| tra c t for the con stru ction of which was 
I sign ed ju st two weeks before the en d 
of the T aft adm in istration . 
These 
plan s w ere n ot com plete an d had to do 
with the deck details of the v essel. 
The plan s w ere especially for the pu r­ 
pose of show in g the arran gem en t of 
the v ast am ou n t of electrical w irin g 
which is on ev ery m odern w arship. It 
is den ied at the n av y departm en t th at 
these plan s wou ld be w orth v ery mu ch 
to an y on e. 
It is reported, howev er, in 
the face of this den ial, th at the plan s 
showed the w irin g for the fire con trol 
apparatu s, In clu din g the w irin g of the 
tu rrets. 
Abou t the on ly real secret con n ect­ 
ed with battleship con stru ction n owa­ 
day s is the fire con trol apparatu s, th at 
is, the electrical dev ices an d arran ge­ 
m en ts by which the firin g of the big 
gu n s is con trolled from a cen tral sta­ 
tion . Ev ery n ation en deav ors to gu ard 
its fire con trol dev ices from ev ery 
other.

$1,000 to $100,000 for stock pu rchased 
u n der alleged false represen tation s of 
H en ry E. H u n tin gton an d the late Ev ­ 
ere tt B. W ebster, on e tim e presiden t 
of the N ation al Steel an d W ire com­ 
pan y , who died in 19 07 . 
Mr. H u n tin gton , who is the chief de­ 
fen dan t, an d will be called on to reim ­ 
bu rse the plain tiffs if they win the 
su it, is the n ephew of the late Collis 
P. H u n tin gton an d the chief ben efi 
ciary u n der his will. 
The su it also 
con tain s a charge th a t the firm of J. P 
M organ & Co. was u sed by the pro­ 
m oters to aid them in perpetratin g a 
frau d on the plain tiffs, becau se the 
Morgan firm was itself deceiv ed by the 
alleged false represen tation s of H u n t­ 
in gton .
